Editorial Correspondence. 
NAPA VALLEY. 

In journeying from Healdsburg 
through Knight’s Valley to Calistoga, 
as one descends through the wooded 
pass into the open region below, there 
opens before him one of the many love- 
ly scenes of our coast. Between the 
lofty mountains, on each side, there 
stretches away to the south a long and 
narrow, rich, beautiful valley, at first, 
perhaps, one eighth of a mile in width, 
soon widening toa quarter, then gradu- 
ally enlarging through a length of near 
forty miles, often bending moderately in 
its course, and varied along its edges 
by spurs and single romantic mountain 
buttes, hundreds of feet in height, 
giving a pleasing diversity to the aspect, 
nowhere else seen. 

The towering range on the east cul- 
minates in the lofty peak of St. Helena, 
and is peculiar for its very rugged, brok- 


changing towards the south, to great, | 
basaltic slopes, often wildly gorged by 
the storms through cycles of years in 
the past. On the west, the lofty 
heights, not quite so precipitous, are cov- 
ered by a varied forest growth of trees 
or underbrush, presenting a delightfnl 
contrast with the barren rugged scenery 
of the other side. The valley known as 
Napa lies cradled between these lofty 
ranges in peace, green with vegetation, 
or golden-hued by its ripening fields of 
grain and pastured fields, numerously 


dotted with the noblest of large, old. 


oaken trees, and varied by strips of 
smaller growth along its different little 


rivuleted beds. 

Calistoga is famed for its hot springs 
and beautified grounds, as a resort for 
summer excursionists. As the terminus 
of the county railroad, quite a village 
or town is springing up at this point, 
containing a good school house, a Pres- 
byterian and a Methodist church, and a 
fair lodge of Good Templars. Eight or 
ten miles south is St. Helena, a larger 
town, but having not a large proportion 
of religious life, with scarcely ene regu- 


ship. © Still, the Methodist South and 
Cumberland Presbyterians have each a 
church building in the place. Another 
ten miles, and modeaately growing, 
pleasant village called Yountsville, is 
reached, where a fine brick Disciple 
church building invites to public wor- 
ship; but most of the members of the 
sect have moved’ away, and rarely is 
preaching enjoyed. Yet, some worthy 
people keep up @ good Sabbath-school, 
which may ultimately prove of incalcu- 
value. 

_ The whole valley is occupied by good 
farms, and» finely cultivated to the tule 
lands bordering on the Bay. Their 
county-seat, seaport andmain place of 
large town 
quite worthy the name city, well and 
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brick, and its many elegant, scattered 
residences of wood, with finely orna- 
mented yards, beautified by evergreens, 
vines and flowers. Its Presbyterian, 
Methodist, Baptist, Episcopal and Rom- 
an churches are all good buildings, 
and religious worship in them well at- 
tended. The publicschool, Female Sem- 
inary and Male Academy, are an honor 


* | to the place. 


From here, by steamboat and railroad, 
in a few hours, one, if he choose, can be 
far up the San Joaquin Valley, at Mo- 
desto, twenty-five miles south of Stock- 
ton. This is a new place, about one 
year, only, in age, but is a lively, grow- 
ing town, the county-seat of Stanislaus 
County, and bids fair even to be the 
largest place in the great valley south 
of Stockton, unless Visalia may continue 
to surpass it. It is out in the great, 
wide, rich plain, the centre ef .an im- 
mense wheat-growing region, without a 
tree or shade to beautify its appearance. 
Still, the good people are beginning to 
set out young seedling trees, and soon 
the town may be embowered in shade. 
For eight months there have been regu- 
lar appointments for Congregational and 
for Methodist preaching here, while Rev. 
Mr. Hubbard has received a subscription 
from the people of twelve hundred dol- 
lars towards the building of a Congre- 
gational church. The week of our visit, 
Rev. Mr. Hazen, also, lately appointed 
here, was said to have raised a still larg- 
er sum for a Methodist church. 

Nine or ten miles up the railroad is a 
smaller, yet also growing village, call- 
ed Thurlock, with nothing remarkably 
different from the other place to note. 
Again, near thirty miles south on the 
great road is Merced, the shiretown, or 
soon to be, of Merced County, and like- 
ly to be somewhat a rival of Modesto. 
But of only eight months’ life, it could 
not be far advanced in its enterprise. 
All these places are thus very new, yet 
in each, in good proportion to the popu- 
lation, a fair number of the sterling fam- 
ily and christian newspaper, Tae Pa- 
CIFIC, is taken, speaking better for the 
people than an addition of a hundred 
dollars of mere monied business, instead 
of each copy taken. This would speak 
of material wealth, but Tax Pacrric in- 
dicates and promotes an intellectual and 
oul interest of value immensely beyond 
the other, while a suitable proportion of 
that other is a rational desideratum. 


} Money is by no means to be despised, 


but, when regarded as the highest good, 
it turns to a curse. 

The great valley, farther south, is yet 
too little settled for our work, and we 
wait another year’s improvement before 
we go there. The farmers all spoke 
with decided approval. of the railroad 
and its management, saying they. should 
like as low fare and freight as the com- 
pany could well give; yet that now, on 
account of: the road, there was a large 
saving to them for freight, and very 
much in time, over the means possessed

Lodi, N. J., a church edifice has been 
built, at a cost of $15,000, and is finish- 
ed without debt. As the result of a 
precious revival, eighty-four have been 
added to the church there. Some of the 
facts appearing in the report of the Cor- 
responding Secretary, are these. The 
Association comprises thirty churches, a 
gain of three during the year. Fifteen 
of these churches have pastors, ten have 
stated supplies, and five are without 
ministers. The total additions were: 
By profession, 204; by letter, 411; re- 
movals from all causes, 212. The ag- 
gregate membership is 3,759. In the 
Sabbath-schools are 505 teachers and of- 
ficers, and 4996 scholars. The average 
of attendants on public worship in 24 of 
the churches is 5109. Three church 
buildings have been dedicated, and the 
entire value of church property is $793,- 
000—the whole amounts of debts, 
$187,650; contributions for benevolent 
purposes during the year, $19,858. 
Five of our churches have adopted the 
plan of envelope contributions with grat- 
ifying results.

Ruskin, truly..says: The. brightest 
colors of the most. beautiful flower dar- 
ken in the shadow of him who bends 
over to examine it.” So it is, I think, 
with modern society: for when one at- 
tempts to examine it from a professional 
or religious standpoint, its vices and fol- 


‘lies become so prominent, that its bright 


and shining qualities are almost entirely 
obseured. Some seem to think that vice 
and folly are the necessary adjuncts to 
civilization, and that the uncivilized is 
the purest and best-state for man. Po- 
ets, indeed, have deliciously sung of Ar- 
cadian simplicity and innocence ; but no 
traveler has been so fortunate as to find 
its abode, Some of the lovliest spots in 
the world are undoubtedly still in the 
possession of the uncivilized, but there, 
too, will be found the most repulsive 
forms of licentiousness and crime, and. 
the most diabolical wars. The true aim 
of civilized society is the extinction of 
these evils. If it incidently increases 
the occasions of crime, it at least reduc- 
es their cnormity, just as it causes a 
greater variety of diseases ; while no one 
will deny that it is actually diminishing 
mortality. While it undoubtedly brings 
many ills, its counteracting and benefi- 
cent influences far outweigh them ; for to 
civilization are we indebted for that di- 
vine religion “ that is so profitable for 
the life that now is, and also for that 
which is to come.” 


A man in a savage state, we know, 
barely struggles for existence, and his 
time and attention are occupied in supply- 
ing his mere animal wants, while his 
nobler nature is dwarfed and blighted. 
His intellectual and moral nature does 
not advance in development with his 
physical. To be sure, there is a good 
deal. of this barbarism existing in our 
much boasted civilization; yet God in 
this condition has furnished man with 
opportunities and excitements adequate 
for the full development of his improv- 
able nature, But these means and in- 
centives society alone affords. For, 
without society, there would manifestly 
be no union of labor; and when a man 
is compelled to do everything for him- 
self, he would waste his life in the low- 
est. occupations, and progress would 
simply, be impossible. This, I think, is } 
one of the serious.drawbacks to the ad. 
vancement of California in the social 
and moral scale. We are entirely too 
independent of each other, and our 
views of religion and morality are con- 
sequently too contracted. Human liter- 
ature, fine arts and esthetic culture are 
all receiving their due share of attention 
in our occidental metropolis; but the 
true laws and relations of civilized soci- 
| ety—such as religion, enlarged ideas of 
integrity and true humanity—are entire- 


ly too much neglected, For these are | 


the higher and ameliorating influences 
that constitute civilized society in the 
older parts of the globe. And my Gali- 
fornia friends, without some such lofty 
motives, you~ will have no enlarged 
views of human welfare, Remember, 
it is only ‘pure religion that covers the 
earth with happy homes, and all true

Some affirm ant civilized sdciety is of 
human origin, because man is still found 
in a savage state, and all society must 
have emerged from this condition. Per- 
haps we were all descended from Mr. 
Darwin’s sensational apes, but I cannot 
regard his theory otherwise than an er- 
tor of inconsideration. But the first 
man created was certainly no savage ; 
and, if this is the case, the civilized is 
man’s natural state, and the savage 
purely artificial. The natural tendency 
of man has not been from barbarism to 
civilization, but from civilization to bar- 
barism, as history incontrovertibly 
proves. If I had space I could mention 
examples, but I have given you the as- 
sertion, and you can easily satisfy your- 
selves. Furthermore, some of these 
barbaric tribes will be found in different 
stages of progress, but rather of retro- 
gression; yet the very lowest will retain 
some indisputable traces of a lost civili- 
ization, and a higher, happier state. 

There is a common logical and philo- 
sopical error to the effect that, because 
man originated something in society, he 
must be the author of everything be- 
longing thereto. A line is easily drawn 
between the two—God has implanted. 
in the human heart certain impulses, 
without which there could be no human 
laws for giving special direction and ap- 
plication to the great fountains of hu- 
man principle and feeling. There is 
also an utter unreasonableness that in- 
volves the obvious contradiction, that 
man had a knowledge of the benefits of 
society antecedent to its very existence. 


We all know that civilization is never’ 


the result of a previously digested plan, 
but effects produced by some unperceiv- 
ed cause. So with man; he never con- 
sciously creates results, but merély rec- 
ognizing them as already existing, for- 
mally adopts them. If Adam was born 
in ignorance, he would speedily have 
perished; but we have the best authority 
to believe that the first father of his 
species was put in possession of a certain 
amount of civilizing knowledge. Then, 
if man is not the author of society, it 
must be God; and who can for a mo- 
ment question the divinity of its source ? 
How deeply implanted in the human 
heart must be that sense of liberty and 
conviction of personal right which ages 
of oppression and slavery have failed to 
extirpate. How great and noble were 
the designs of that Being who formed a 
union, tending at once to the develop- 
ment of each individual and the welfare 
of communities and generations. How 
indestructible in their nature, and how 
elastic and self-adjusting must be the 
principles of that social constitution 
which has so long stood ‘the assaults of 
human ignorance and vice, Compared 
with man’s weak and changeable legis- 
lation, we involuntary exclaim in the 
language of scripture, “This ‘cometh 
from the Lord of hosts, who is wonder- 
ful in counsel and excellent in working.” 
Weare all, doubtless, aware that we 
live in & very fast age ; event follows 
event, and crises come crashing on crises 
with such remarkable rapidity as almost 
to overwhelm us. As some one has 
wiselyjsaid, “ ‘The whirlwind is the char- 
iot of the nineteenth century, the light- 
nings are its lamps,” This restless spir- 
it has of Course a great effect upon soci- 
ety ; and when one of. philosophical 
lean of mind watches the whirl of its 
great complicated machinery, he cannot 
help’ thinking’ that’ modern society is 
mostly # bright, delusive lie.

We tried 
te plan for his pardon and restoration to 
his home and the world. It was a very 
sad case.‘ He was theonly surviving 
son of a very noble man,—one who lived 
enly to serve the poor, the tempted and 
the criminal. All he had, all he was, he 
gave unreservedly to help thieves and 
drunkards. His house was their home. 
His name their bail to save them from 
prison. His reward, their reformation. 
It was a happy hour to hear him tell of 
the hundreds he shielded from the cen- 
tamination and evil example of prisons, 
and of the large proportion, he had good 
reason to believe permauently saved.— 
@ut*of hundreds, he once told me, only 
two left him to pay their bail, forfeiting 
by neglect to show themselves in court 
according to agreement—only two ! 

Bred under such a roof the son started 

in life witha generous heart, noble 
dreams and high purpose. Ten years of 
prosperity, {fairly earned by energy, in- 
dustry and character, 
ruptcy, asis so often the casein our 
risky and changing trade, then came a 
struggle for business, for bread—temp- 
tation—despair and intemperance. He 
could not safely pass the open doors that 
tempted him to indulgence, forgetful.

The House-Top Policy, 

It is the oldest of adages that times | 
change, and that men change with them. 
It cannot be denied that, on the whole, 
and in the main, the drift of things is 
toward improvement; so that they do 
not well who say: “ The former days 
were better than these.” And yet the| 
age, now and then, stumbles upon ways 
of doing things which are thoroughly 
objectionable: We cannot help feeling 
that ouf generation has done 0, in the 
rage of petty tidings which it displays ; 
the mean interviewings by which it roots. 
about in the dirt for something to feed 
this public appetite for news; and the 
indiscriminate publicity with which it 
shouts aloud and afar, through the 
daily press, the sum total of the results 
of the labors of its various scavengers 
and smelling committees. 

This house-top policy, as we take leave 
to call it, never stops for trifles either in 
getting, or guessing at, its items; and 
seldom tarries on the brink of publica- 
tion to disturb itself as to the effect to 
be produced by its disclosures, either 
upon the feelings of those immediately 
concerned, or the morals, manners, or 
tastes of the great community of read- 
ers who are more remotely to be affected 
by them. 

Let there but get abroad so much as 
the suspicion that “anything has hap- 
pened” in any house—from a marriage 
extraordinary, to a murder diabolic— 
and forthwith it is besieged by a swarm 
of reporters. If they can gain admis- 
sion, pictorial *‘ artists” dash off faintly 
resemblant “ sketches ” of the premises 
and the “scene ;” while, note-book in 
hand, the rank and file outdo their lim- 
ning competitors in the gorgeous pic- 
turesqueness of that astonishing English 
in which they set it all down. If the 
doors be discreetly closed against them, 
this noble army of martyrs squint 
through the keyholes ; squirm, if it be 
possible through some crack into the 
batk yard; flatten their noses against 
the windows; catechise the family gro- 
cer, butcher and fishmonger ; persecute 
the neighbors—each, all the while, exer- 
cised with anguish lest the more fortu- 
nate representative of some rival journal 
should have. begged, bribed, or stolen 
into somebody’s confidence, and so got 
a little nearer the real circumstances, 
than he himself has been able to man- 
age. The result, as it appears in the fine 
type of the various dailies, is sometimes 
comically puzzling to him who really in- 
vokes the aid of the newspapers to as- 
certain facts; while the public get a 
mental and moral dyspepsia from the 
habit of feeding upon such an abomi- 
nably flatulent diet ; and men of sense 
and taste turn incredulous from all first 
accounts, and say: “ By and by, in due 
course of time, and through a long 
series of. corrections and contradictions, 
we shall begin to get a glimmer of the 
real event.” | 

There is a shocking indelicacy about 
this house-top poliey, which would go 
far to reconcile us to a really despotic 
censorship of the press. Certain trials 
not unfrequently casting their gloomy 
shadows over our halls of justice, are in 
sure to be spread abroad in all their 
minutest particulars to a great mass of 
morbid readers ; with nothing suppress- 
ed, for virtue’s sake, of all the loath- 
someness of their naked exposure of 
social vice. Some presses—we wish our 
own city were cursed with none such— 
depend for an important element of 
their “mammoth circulation,” upon the 
raciness, profaneness, and sparkling in- 
decency of their reports of what is go- 
ing on among that mournful multitude 
of thieves, gamblers, dram sellers, 
drinkers and prostitutes, which festers in 
the’ purlieus of, and has its habitual 
share of the daily dispensation of jus 
tice, in every great city. And this in- 
delicacy is sometimes perpetrated as if 
in the interest of justice itself, and that 
confidential description of the autopsy 
of the body of the murdered man which 
the examining surgeons make to the} 
coroner’s jury, has been known—and 
that not so long ago as to have passed 
remembrance—to be published far and 
wide, as a part of the proceedings of the 
inquest, disclosing to every person who. 
has the morbid curiosity to read it, the 
sacredest physical peculiarities of the 
deceased ; and this while his body is yet 
lying in its coffin awaiting burial ! Sach 
use of such a document, which can be.

Only a Pebble,

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The Horse Disease. 


At the last meeting of the Academy of Sci- 
ences, Dr. Arthur B. Stout read a paper on the 
subject of the horse disease now prevailing in 
the Eastern States, which will be read with in- 
terest in view of the wonderful spread of the 
disease, and the probability of its reaching us 
here. The subject caused an interesting dis- 
cussion among the members in which Dr. Gib- 
bons described a remarkable epidemic in the 
form of catarrh, which broke out among the hu- 
man family in the year 1831, spreading through- 
out Europe and invading the Eastern States. 
It proved to be the forerunner ot a terrible 
visitation of cholera. He believed from past 
experience that the present horse epidemic 
was the first of a series of epidemics that would 


attack the brute creation and possibly extend 
to the human species. Dr. Stout’s paper read 
as follows: 

“The possibility that the “horse disease”’ 
now prevailing in the Eastern and Western 
States may reach California, renders it a sub- 
ject worthy of earnest study. It is probable 
or at least greatly to be hoped that the elev 


and cold barrier of the Sierras may interrupt 


and prevent its passage across the Roo 
Mountains. Even if it should not, the original 
germ elements of its existence may as well be 
generated primarily, if climatic influences fa- 
vor their production on this, as on that side of 
the mountains. 

It may then prove a public benefit to throw 
what light we can on this malady as far in ad- 
vance as possible of its invasion. Being thus 
armed in advance with information every horse 
owner in the State may be prepared to act as 
his own Veterinary Surgeon. 

We may premise by saying that the usual ap- 
pliances of veterinary surgeons will not succeed. 
The nature of the malady is that of an inter- 
mittent fever dispdsed to assume a typhoid 
type. Thenasal catarrh, the throat disease, 
and the congestion of the lungs which appear 
with more or less acuteness are only secondary 
affections, and abate so soon as the primary 
fever, and brain disorder are controlled. Hence 
it is that purgatives, drenches, sweats, blisters, 


and clysters if relied upon alone assist the. 


malady by promoting debility. Whatever de- 
bilitates the animal will favor the disease—be- 


_ cause the disease itself is one of debility caused 


by the poisoning of the blood through malarious 
influence. This poison prostrates the power 
of the brain and corrupts the blood; nervous 
fever results, and the animal requires support 
rather than debilitating agents. 


The Symptoms of the Disease 


As yet obtained are very vaguely described, 
but the one symptom, that of the coldness of 
the legs and ears is almost sufficient to define 
the malady. No journals have as yet givena 
clear account of the general symptoms. When 
the air containing the germ poison which the 
horse breathes, comes in contact with the lin- 
ing membrane of the nose, mouth and throat 
it is quite natural that enough of those poison 
particles should attach themselves to these 
membranes, on the way to the lungs, and ex- 
cite inflammation with discharge of matter, 
firstly thin and clear, and afterwards thick and 
yellow; if the have activity enough so to ex- 
cite a local how much more se- 
rious must be their energy when absorbed 
through the lungs, into the blood and thence 
transmitted to the brain. 

While then it may be very well to make 
some local application to the nose and throat, 
to soothe that irritation, and empty the diges- 
tive organs of the horse by mild purgation, 
the object of the cure can only be affected by 
counteracting the influence of the poison on 
This fairly attained the 
local catarrhs will rapidly abate. The fatality 
of the disease will depend upon the degree of 
intoxication (empoisonment) and the celerity 
with which rem are applied in its earliest 
appearance. 


The Fatality of the Throat Affections 


Is less to be feared, for it depends upon the 
neglect to relieve the primary malady. The 
inflammation in the narrow passage to the 
lungs becomes dangerous, by superceding the 
primary in acuteness, and then kills by irect 
suffocation, or strangulation, rather than by 
the malarious influence on the blood and 
brain The rational and 


Natural Treatments 


To be derived from these views, is to apply the 
same remedies to the horse as would be resorted 
to for the human being. Due allowance being 
made for the comparative differences between 
man and the horse, the same treatment which 
is known to counteract malarious disease in 
the former, will also cure the latter. It is not 
asserted that all climatic germ-poisons are 
identical, but that they are so nearly allied in 
their action on ving beings that modifications 
of the same general treatment will suffice to 
control them all. The same accuracy of dosage 
cannot be obtained for the horse as may be at- 
tained for man, because the animal cannot de- 
fine his sensations, and the prescribers, horse- 
owners and farmers are novices in the art of 
medication. They cannot estimate the differ- 
ences dependent upon age, strength, sex and 
the degree of acuteness of the malady. On 
such discriminations the animal must take his 
chance, 
Being satisfied of the identity of the disease 
with that of the human subject and the simil- 
arity of treatment, the next question would be 
the dosage or the comparative qu antity of the 
remedy. If this were estimated by the ratio of 
bulk and weight, the relative dose would be 
from 5 to 8 times greater for the horse than 
the man. But the organ to be acted upon is 
the brain, which in the horse bears no such 
proportion to that of man. Again, the sim- 
licity and uniformity of food and habits of the 
orse, would render his nervous system much 
more to active therapeutic 
agents. e same would be true of the other 
functional organs of the animal. A safe infer- 
ence would the same; or at the utmost 
double doses would amply suffice. — 


Horse Disease in California. 


Horse disease is no new thing in California. 
It has existed with more or less intensity for 
ears. The chicken disease may be mentioned 
in the same category, and dou is referable 
to the same climatic conditions. How often 
have we heard of four or five horses dying with- 
in a few days in the same stable, andsuspicions 
been excited that the water had been poisoned, 
or some foul play been practiced. Sometimes 
two or three horses, where there was no impu- 
tation of over driving or abuse, have died in a 
night, especially where the horses have been 
kept in basement stalls, and where the access 
of pure air was defective. These horses were 
in truth the victims of malarious infection, but 
unfortunately this truth was not rec 
The Rinderpest of Germany is another illus- 
tration of a similar infection, only its intensity 
was felt by the horned cattle. If then thehorse 
disease appears as a general epidemic in Califor- 
nia, some cautious reserve may well be exer- 
cised before the disease is pronounced to be an 
importation from the Eastern States, for it is 
certain that it may exist from local climatic 
propagation by contagion, or e on 
of an onward march from State to State.

Fresh VEGETABLES AND SweET SaLaps.— 
Those who value fresh vegetables and sweet 
salads will have none washed in the garden. 
Neither the one or the other should be washed, 
until they are just about to be cooked or eaten. 
Even potatoes lose flavor quickly after being 
washed, so do carrots and turnips; while water 
will speedily become tainted in summer in con- 
tact with cauliflowers and cabbages, and thus 
destroy their freshness and flavor. The case is 
still worse with salads. If washed at all, they 


should be only just before they are dressed, and | 


they should be dried and dressed immediately. 
Nothing ruins the flavor of vegetables, and 


renders good uneatable, sooner than 
water hanging about them, If lettuces are quite 
clean, they make the best salad unwashed; but 
if washed the.operation should be done quickly; 
and the water instantly shaken out, and the 
leaves dried with acleancloth. But, alas! how 
often are they cut and washed in the garden in 
the morning, and pitched into water in the 
scullery sink until wanted. Then we are grave- 
ly assured that our eners cannot grow sal- 
ading like the French ! But what French ‘‘ar- 
tiste’’ would be mad enough to rinse out his 
salad juice, and thenre charge his lettuces and 
his endives with semi-putrid water ? The best 
practice is simply to remove all superfluous 
earth by scraping orrubbing, and-all rough tops 
of leaves by cutting. Enough tender leaves
